A peo- 
ple or a community which will refuse to do 
or to learn must be taught or coerced, Such 
is the law of civilization. Selfishness may be 
the role; but ever and. anon, in the grand 
match of deatiny—ino the resistless roll of the 
ages beaiirg on the race—come the exceptions 
to the rule, and the laggards and the bigots 
are sturtlea hy = cummous they cannot de- 
ny, and coufronted with a power they may 
strive in vain to oppose. Progress, 
improvement is the highest and 
strorzest impolse to which humanity is sub- 
ject. They are the wise who reeognize and 
obey it, aid tbhev who do not feel or neglect 
its quickening spirit most be overthrown or 
thiust avide. ~ When we meet in history with 
insta: ces of an effe'e acd bigoted people be- 
ing subjected to the power and dominion-:of a 
wrerand more ecncreus people—ooe better 
capable of adva:cirg the interests of man- 
kino; imbued with more general aspira- 
tious; intent vpon eievating to a_ loftier 
the sia.dard of humadity—do 
» e¥impatlize with the vanqnished, beaten 
because their ignorance and weakness made 
such a fate in sucha contest inevitable, or 
witb the victor, whose mission of discipline 
and melioration had already registered his 
success among the decreea of deatiny? Docs 
any reader regret that the Greek repulsed the 
Persia? That the Roman first subjugated 
the brave, but ruder and less capable, tribes of 
the pcninenla, and then became tcrd of th 
world, because masier and dtsseminator of its 
civilization? If Ali and Kaled and Tavik aud 
the other thousands ot Mahomet’s fierce dis- 
cipls burst from their deserts with sword and 
koran, to slaughter and devastate where they 
canuot convert, do we not wish them well in 
their co: flict with the fouler superstitions and 
corrup'er populations of Asia, avd yet pant 
for their defeat and extermivation when 
Charles Martel, champion of a purer faith 
aid protector of the just, regenerated civiliza- 
tion of Europe, meets them on the field of 
Tours?

have all seep; and we may foresee some of the 
mediate consequences, among the least of 
which few can fail to detect ihe personal 
calamity which Count Bismarck is repre- 
eented as foreboding. 

Undoubtedly the foreboding will be verified, 
whether he lives to experience the verification 
or not. From the blunder which he made on 
the morrow of Sedan will issue forth a brood 
of evile to Europe in general and to Germavy 
in part.cular, in the midst of which, beyond 
doubt, all “the good thiogs’’ he has done 
“‘will be forgotten’’ The firat-born of this 
deadly brood now stalks abroad urder shelter 
of the gratuitous prolongation of the war. 
Soover or later the war, with its deepening 
barrors, will ewe eubside into 
what tay be called a peace, but what Ia real- 
ity will be simply a hollow truce, during 
which France will reconstitute her govera- 
erument, reorganize her armies, and in alk 
other ways prepare at the ceriiest practicable 
moment to return with interest the disgrace 
that Germany will have inflicted on her, 
while Germany herself, cognizant of all this 
preparation, will be forced to maintain a de- 
fensive attitade on offensive ground. Out of 
this situation, it is easy to see beforehand, 
there will srise among the Germans wide- 
epread discontent, running into positive dis- 
affection, which will be abundantly nourished 
by fhe mutual jealousy of the con- 
stituent States, itself fed afresh by 
the dis position of the conquered 
provinces in the territorial system of the Cun- 
federation, Furthermore, these great and ac- 
tive elements of internal dissension, it is rea- 
sovable to asenme, will be intensified aud aug- 
mented by the meaus used to repress thew. 
Besides, it 1s not improbable that the aweak- 
ened lust of foreign conqueat, coinciding 
with the domestic exigencies growing out of 
the disposition of the spoils of Alsace and 
Lorraine, will prompt the annexation of Lux- 
embourg and German Switzerlaad, wherevy, 
if by no other means, external complications 
will be added to internal dissensions. Mean- 
while, the army system to which the victor 
of Germany is 9 the main ascribed, wi 
be all but certain to give way uoader 
the long continued, simultaneous strain 
of war and of peace, superadding military 
collspee to internal dissensions and cxternal 
complications. The upshot wili be that, b 
the tame France is pre to renew hoatili- 
ties, Germany will be thoroughly unprepared, 
insomuch that France will speedily turn the 
tables on her, recovering the lost provinces, 
extevding the French boundary to the Rhine, 
and, it may be, knocking down the new En- 
fee about the ears of its vainglorious founders. 

know pot what ‘‘good things’ Gount Bis- 
marck bas done, but, whatever they are, 
evils euch as theee may well efface the remem- 
brance of them all. And they infallibly will 
But this is not, perhaps, the worst aspect of 
the case. The sum of these evils may be 
reached bya sbort cut. I haye taken it for 
granted that spmey in the first instance, 
will consummate the disgrace she is inflicting 
on France.

It may be useful to someof your readers 
ecnbiemplating a visit to Europe to know the 
priccs of traveling and otber expenses. 1 will 
iake the trip, cowmencing at New Y-rk, on 
the bighest vessel, ssy 8130 in gold. In Ire- 
laud ava Scotland the hotel expenses will be 
abopt g250 a day for each person. From 
Cork via the Lake of Killarney to Dublin 
costs $10, ditto to Giant’s Causeway via Bel- 
last, $10; $3 to Glasgow, $1 to Loch 
Lomond, $1 50 to Ediubargh, $2 to Stirling, 
$1 50 to Melrose. These are werely samples 
to show the relative exvense of traveling cer- 
fain distances. The actual railroad fare to 
thoreoebly raneack Scotlaud would not ex- 
ceed $ A ten-hours’ travel in an express 
train from Edinburgh or Glasgow to London 
costs $1750. In London it is decidedly bet- 
ter that a family should take apartments rath- 
er than go to a Lotel. The keeper of the 
lodgiugs birea these furnished rooms at prices 
vaiying according to location as well as the 
time oi the year. During the fashionable sea- 
son from February to lst August the prices 
are fully tifty percent. bigher. But to take 
my own case: For $15 a week, commencing 
the last of August, [hada nice parlor and 
three bed-rooms. In the season the same 
would have been $25. For al! the necessary 
eg ty of provisions, which I ordered my- 
sell, for cooking, fuel, lights, grvucenes, attsnd- 
ants, &c , my total weekly bills amounted to 
lesa than $50. This does not of course include 
carriages, wine, theaters, &c, which amount 
always in proportion to the taste of the 
individual. I every thing that I wanted 
and lived as well as at home, and better and 
more satisfactorily than [ could have done at 
the hotels, which would have coarged me 
double, if not three times, theamount. This 
was for a family of four adults and two chil- 
dren. A famuly can live well in London at the 
rute of $2 each per day, handsomely for $3 
each, and luxuriously for $4 each person per 
day. ln many of the country towns the prices 
are of course even lower. E.ery article of 
clothing is far below our standard of prices, 
Ladies’ silks, far gry to anything ever 
seep ip Louisville, sell at $2 a yard, and mag- 
nificent silk velvets at Drese-makers 10 
London charge $5 for making a dress, and in 
the best shops of Paris $10. Trimmings tnat 
would cost $100 in the United States can be 
easily bought here for $20, Is there no reme- 
dy for this? Yee! Let the women all taro 
free-traders and compel the men to elect Dem- 
ocrats, who can change existing prohibition 
tariffs. 

Ou the continent it costs you lesz, a3 a rule, 
than in Evgland. The railroad fare fom Lon- 
don to Pariebr to Brussels is $12." We will 
leave Paris out of view under present circum- 
stances. In Belgium and Germany, aa a gen- 
eral rule, $2 per head will cover the daily hotel 

ri helf the eaunrvuut of St 
18 allowed in comparison with England, and 
the extra beggage is heavily taxed and 
promptly collected. The allowance is fifty- 
six unds each. in Switzerland nothiog. 
In peace times there is @ petite vitesse expiess, 
which carries lugg everywhere at far less 
than our institutions do and at about the reg- 
ular freight rates rnling between Louisville 
and New York. Three heavy trunks, for in- 
stance, say five hundred pounds, cost #2 25 for 
a distarce of one hundred and sixty miles. 
So no old traveler will think of carrying his 
trunks around with bim, but ships them from 
piace to place. In Switzerland the cost of 
livivg is cheap, and the hotels wiil average 
about #160aday. From London via Brus- 
sels, C logne, Coblentz.

LOYAL CANADA, 
The Fallacy of All Annexation Hopes. 


Ri MAKMS OF A BRITISH M, P. 


Sir Michael Hicks Beach, M. P. for East 
Glouceetersbise, recently delivered a iecture 
upon Canada at prook Hail, Stroud, under 
the auspices of the Conservative Association 
of the ridiig.

HORRORS OF CHRISTIANITY 


As Portrayed by the Heathen Chinee. 


(Frem the Chicago Tribune.] —8 
. It is interesting, sometimes, to know what 
distant races think of us. We believe the pre- 
vailing conception in Central Africa, relative 
to christianity, is, that it Is the religion of 
map-steahig. Beicre us lies a pamphiet 
translated from the Chinese by the Christian 
mirsionariesat Tuag Chow, and offici cir- 
culated in China by the aid of the Mandarins 
and judges. It describes Christiam'y as a 
continued succession of debaucheries, crimes, 
snd ineantations, some gross and licen- 
tious, some impossible aud puerile. The 
Christians are represented as having the mar- 
vellous art of extracting the livers and 
of children. This doubtless comes from the 
literal meaning which the Chinese give to 
such texts as, ‘““My-son, give me thy heart,” 
and the !requency with which disciples are 
urged to give theirhearts to Christ. Deeency 
does not permit us to describe the lascivious 
associations with which the ‘‘Leathen Chince’”’ 
are taught to regard baptism, commagpion, 
confession, and **iove feasts.""

war navy; and, therefore, many millions 
have been spent in buying and building 
vessels of war of the latest construction. 

The Prussian people, however, are eco- 

nomical, and could not well see the neces- 
sity of draining the resources of their 
country, in addition to the heavy burdens 
it has to bear in order to maintain the 
army, for the purpose of satistying the 
yearning oi their rulers for maritime power; 
and so the latter, in order to find another 
excuse foran extraordinary mcrease of the 
German navy, haye for sometime past 
been trying to acquire some foreign colo- 
nies. In this attempt they were supported 
by the merchants and underwriters of the 
Hanseatic towns, who see in such a meas— 
ure great advantages for their trade, as 
well as protection for their property by the 
consequential increase of the navy. 
Numerous projects have been advanced 
looking to such an acquisition. Long 
betore Prussia assumed her present im- 
portance a project, was on toot, and seri- 
ously thought of, of seizing the two islands 
of Hainan and Formosa, the former of 
which 1s situated on the southern and the 
latter on the easiern coast of China. Hai- 
nap isa large and fertile island, with a 
population of about a million and a halt 
of inbabitants, while Formosa contains 
about two millions. The Chinese Govern- 
ment claims a sort of sovereignty over 
these islands, but this is disputed by the 
inhabitants, who live ina state of semi- 
independence. The Prussian Government 
sent a Commiasion to report on the state of 
the islands, and on the advantages that 
would accrue from their annexation, It 
was proposed to negotiate with the Chi 
nese Government for the cession of its 
claims, but whether this negotiation failed, 
whether the report of the commission was 
unfavorable, or whether, as is most proba- 
ble, the whole subject was dropped in con- 
sequence of the efforts of the English and 
French Governments, which were opposed 
to the establishment of a new power in 
those regiows, is undecided. Whatever 
the cause may be, the matter was pushed 
no further. 
Since then several new projects have 
been brought forward, bat none of very 
great importance. After the Danish war 
it was proposed to demand the cession of 
some of the Danish colonies, but this idea 
seems to have tailed through the uncompro- 
mising refusal of Denmark. Another idea 
was the purchase of the so-much-talked-of 
St. Domingo, and all we wonder at is that 
the Prussians did not enter the marketand 
bid tor Alaska. 

But none of these plans were of such 
| importance as the latest movement on foot 
among the merchants and underwriters of 
ihe Hanseatic towns. This is nothing less 
than a project to acquire the French col- 
onies in Further India with the fine har- 
bor of Saigon, the rich territories which 
the French conquered since 1861, and 
which comprise some of the most opulent 
districts of the Indies. Besides these, 
French Guayapa, better known: as 
Cayenne, 1s also.to become German. This 
would give the Germans new footbolds in 
two continents, and lend a great stimulus 
to their commerce and tbeir maritime 
power. The greater part ot German com- 
merce is in the Chinese seas and with South 
America, and German vessels of war have 
been making themselves in late years very 
conspicuous, particularly in the former, by 
a vigorous prosecution of pirates and an 
a-sertion of the rights ot German citizens.

They neglected their opportunities babit- 
ually, and did it, too, with a looBeness and 
a blind confidence m the ability of the 
future to take care ot itself, that would 
have been amusing if it hadn’t been so 
very sad. For instance, while JOHNSON 
was President, somebody mm New York 
sent him, one fine day, a beautiful carriage 
and a pair of horses that would absolutely 
have made your mouth water to look at. 
And what did JoHNson do? Common 
sense, such as they cultivate in the GRANT 
family, would tell you that he accepted the 
gift and appointed the giver td the first 
vacancy in the Cabinet; but history, which 
1s far more reliable in cases of such 
delicacy, will tell you that he did nothing 
of the sort. On the contrary, he sent the 
carriages and borses back with a message 
that would have made a man 0of 
GRaNT’s sensitive nature blush for 
the bonor of the Executive office, aud was 
seen riding the next day in a miserable 
plebeian street-car at five cents a trip,and 
with no apparent thought of asking the 
Treasury to retund the money. No man, 
since the death of the Caruiff Giant, could 
siand up in the Presidency under such a 
seli-applied pressure as that,and we are 
pot surprised to be told that, instead of 
cccupying something resembling a gor- 
gceous Long Branch villa, JoHNsON is now 
living in.a one-horse two-story brick 
boure that stands immediately on the 
sireet, WitLout the sign of a front yard. 
He saw that all the rest of the Presidents 
made a point of refusing things that were 
ofiered them, and it would seem that it 
never occurred to him but thathe ought to 
do so too. 

GRANT has more sense about such 

things than all the other Presidents 

put together. He has no idea of 

running the Government exclusively 

tor the benefit of other people. He is not 

the man to fool away his time as the rest 

of them did, from Wassineton down. 

Consequently, if you lay anything on the 

steps of the White House at night—any- 

thing, at least, except a Cleveland pup— 

you may fest assured that it will be taken 

in before morning, and, if you accompauy 

it by sufficient proof of your utter incapaci- 

ty to fill any office whatever, the chances 

are that you will very soon find yourself 

appointed to one that is very difficult to 

fill. In two years GRANT has accumulated 

a fortune of more than a quarter of a mill- 

ion. Six years more of Executive. specu- 

lations will bring him out a millionaire 
easily enough. No wonder Old Man 
Grant thinks his son is “the smartest man 
that ever lived, except WASHINGTON.”

What Sort of Candidates We Must 
ave tor President.

The South alone can notelect the 
President; that result can only be brought 
about by the coalition acd hearty c0-opera- 
tion of allthe elements of opposition to the 
Radical party of to-day, and not of ten, five, 
or even two years ago. 

With the termination of the war, a great 
chapge came upon the South, and it was on- 
doubtedly a difficult task fur the peopie to ac- 
commodate themselves to their changed cir- 

cumsatapces and the new order of things, af- 
tectipg, as they did, their social as weli as 
political conditien. Formerly they bad con- 
irolled, to a great exteut, the government, 
and when the war left them powerles pride 
ruiurally revolted at the terms imposed upon 
them by the cupqueror, Many, in fact @ great 
majority, accepted the situation, satisfied that 
when time had aseuaged the passions of war, the 
American peOple wouid come to their relief, 
On tbe contrary, others, hke Ephraim, were 
joined to their idols, and when the resistless 
waves of political change were pouring over 
the land, apd obliterating ancient landmarks, 
were to be found raising their voices above 
the howling of the tempest, and Opposes 
themselves to the fury of the waters, for- 
turately this class, though small, was inflaen- 
tal, and has always been ap embarrassment 
bd ibe Democratic arty of the nation. 
We do not mean wd record here our in- 
dorsement of the reconstruction acts of Con- 
gre:s and the metpod pursued by the Govern. 
ment in dealing with the Sonthern States.
